1) Applicant has an incorrect Status of Claims section, and instead the status section should read that Claims 1-14 are 
finally rejected. The amendment of Claims 1-5 as canceled by applicant after the final rejection was not entered by the 
examiner as noted by the advisory action sent out on 12/16/2009. Therefore, there should be no mention of Claims 1-5 
as canceled. 2) Applicant has listed an incorrect Status of Amendments section, as the amendment filed on 12/7/2009 
by applicant contained more than simply arguments. It also contained a claim amendment filed subsequent to the final 
rejection (this claim amendment was in the form of canceling Claims 1-5). Thus, appropriate correction of this section is 
also required. 3) The copy of appealed Claims as an appendix is incorrect as it lists Claims 1-5 as canceled. As 
Claims 1-14 are appealed, a new copy of the appeal Claims including all of the contect of Claims 1-14 is required .
